Resurfacing Program 
Demands Research, 
Says Upham

Washington, Dec. 3.—The prob- 
lem of improving. 2,500,000 miles 
of unsurfaced highways in the 
United States now rests largely 
upon physical and chemical re- 
search, Charles M. Upham, di- 
rector of the Highway Research 
Board, declared at that organiza- 
tion’s annual meeting here yes- 
terday. 

The board is a branch of the 
engineering division of the National 
Research Council and is conducting 
several experimental projects on a 
national scale towards highway im- 
provement. 

Besides Mr. Upham, other speak- 
ers were C. F. Kettering, head of 
the General Motors Research Cor- 
poration; Frank B. Jewett, director 
of the research laboratories of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph

records in volume of production and consumption, and in the

From the viewpoint of the auto- 
motive industry. the secretary’s re- 
port on the subject cf transporta- 
tion explains that the increased 
prosperity of the railways in the last 
few years “has gone hand in hand 
with steady improvement in the 
services rendered to the public,” 
freight tonnage having materially 
increased with only an insignificant 
addition to the number of em- 
ployees. 

This statement bears out the 
contention of representatives of 
the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce in taking exception 
to the argument of Secretary of 
the Treasury Meltllon that the 
automobiles should continue to 
bear an excise tax on account of 
their supposed inroads on the 
revenues of the railrodds. 

This assertion was unequivocally 
contradicted before the House Ways 
and Means Committee with figyres 
showing that the increase in the 
use of the motor car has not im- 
paired.the railroad earnings, but 
conversely has increased the freight 
revenues in far greater ratio than 
any loss in passenger revenues. 
Secretary Hoover asserts freight 
tonnage per train has increased 
from 656 tons in 1922 to 786 tons 
in the last year. 


The secretary’s comment on the 
increase in the use of motor trucks 
also may have an important bear- 

in on the forthcoming recommen- 
dations of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for or against 

Federal legislation regulating their 
"operation in interstate traffic. 

He says: “The rapid increase in 
the use of motor trucks and motor 
buses, in comjunction with older 
forms of transport, has been re- 
markable, and this increase reflects 
to a large degree the rapidly chang- 
ing conditions in modern methods 
of. transportation and ‘the progress 
made in highway surfacing. 

“Seventy-two railroads now use 
trucks to supplement regular ship- 
ping service—forty-six in terminal 
operations, fifteen in the form of 
store-door delivery and eleven to 
replace local freight trains. On 
January 1, 1927, railways had more 
than 225 trucks operating, the route 
mileage being 4,226. Competing ser- 
vices had 43,207 trucks covering 
607,029 route miles. Registration of 
all trucks in the United States was 
2,764,222, compared with 2,432,017 
the previous year. 

“Sixty steam railroads have 1,253 
buses in operation, covering 11,440 
route miles, while there are 19.099 
buses operated in competition with 
railroads, the route mileage being 
334,522. Electric railroads in 1927 
were using 17,284 buses, compared 
with 5,150 the previous year. Com- 
mon-carrier bus-route mileage in- 
creased from 232,340 in 1926 to 270,- 
068 miles this year. The total num- 
ber of buses in operation increased 
from * 69,425 to 80,040 during the 


year.”

by ivory door panels. The raised 
lance-head panel effect on hood 
and cowl is finished in a contrast- 
ing color to that of the hood. 
Moldings are in black with ivory 
striping. The entire upper suriace 
and offset panels of -the rear deck 
are finished in a contrasting color 
to that of the body. Fenders are 
full crowned and are finished in 
lustrous black enamel, as are also 
dust and splash aprons. 

A let-down door on the rear right 
side of the car forms a step to the 
rumble compartment. Aluminum 
step plates on rear fender and 
spring horn provide additional entry 
to rumble compartment. 

The front and rumble compart- 
ments of the car are finished in 
pigskin pillow-type upholstery. The 
top is of khaki and is trimmed in 
leather to match upholstery.

Closer inspection of the new 
cars indicates that the photo- 
graphs given out by the manhu- 
facturer, far from exaggerating 
its features, rather fail to produce 
the full effects of handsome ap- 
pearance and mechanical advan- 
tages incorporated in the new 
product. The Tudor sedan is as 
pleasing in outward and interior 
looks as it is built substantially. 
Stability is evident. There are 
many features making for absence 
of vibration, including the 
building of the roof ever a wire 
screen. 

Mechanical features which were 
not mentioned in the first an- 
nouncement made of the new car 
include a new muffler designed to 
minimize back pressure while giv- 
ing complete silencing effect, ar- 
rangement of the water pump drive 
to allow slippage in case the water 
freezes in the pump so that break- 
age is avoided, packing of steering 
connections in boots. A novel re- 
finement is found in the valve 
mechanism; stems are formed with 
mushroom-shaped feet and work in 
split pushrod guides. 

The Ford Motor Company has 
signed a contract with the Madison 
Square Garden Corporation to dis- 
play the new Ford model at the 
Garden for one or two weeks, be- 
ginning tonight. 

The clear-vision, non-shatterable 
glass used in all of the new Ford 
windshields is Triplex, made by the 
Triplex Safety Glass Company of 
North America, Inc., Hoboken, N. J. 
A statement has been given out by 
Amory L. Haskell, president of this 
firm, which reads as follows:— 

“To meet Ford demands we have 
tripled our factory in Hoboken, and 
increased our production 250 per 
cent. in the past twelve days. We 
brought new grinding machinery 
from California by airplane. With- 
in the month our production will 
have increased 800 per cent. more, 
and soen after New Year’s we shall 
be equipping 1,000 cars a day.”

Automotive Excise Tax 


N 1917, when the United States of America was waging 
‘A war against the might of the seemingly unconquerable 
German Empire, an excise tax of 3 per cent. was placed upon 
passenger automobiles, motor trucks and other automotive 


products under the Emergency War Revenue Act. 


In 1919 


the tax was raised to 5 per cent. on passenger cars, and after 
various changes had been made the tax was finally elimi- 
nated, except for a 3 per cent. levy, which was retained on 


passenger vehicles. , 

In its origin and in its very nature, this tax is dis- 
criminatory, being collected from a definite class for 
the benefit of the nation as a whole. Such procedure 
could find justification only on the ground of a great 
national emergency. As a special impost made nec- 
essary by the stern dictates of wartime emergency, it 
may have had some temporary excuse. But the indus- 
try, very properly, strenuously objects to the con- 
tinued imposition of this discriminatory class taxation 
on a special product for the purpose of general rev- 
enue, when a surplus of $688,000,000 in the Federal 
treasury, judging by past performances and under 
statements by the Treasury Department, clearly indi- 
cates that any pretense of wartime emergency has 
passed. 


Beyond all other arguments offered in favor of retention 
of the automobile excise tax lies the consideration that here 
is a levy yielding $70,000,000 of revenue with a minimum 


amount of trouble in collecting it. 
the manufacturers.

For the government the work involved 


is negligible, but for manufacturer and dealer no such relief 


exists. 


On them devolves the necessity for collection and 


bookkeeping, which it is estimated costs the dealer organiza- 


tion of the country more than $10,000,000 


per annum. 


Under existing conditions the automobile dealer organiza- 
tion of the nation becomes practically a revenue collection 
agency for the Federal government without the benefit of 
having its expenses paid by the master it serves. To advance 
the ease of collection of the tax from the government’s point 
of view is certainly a most cynically selfish argument for the 


rontinuation of injustice. 

From the highest sources of government there 
was recently advanced the old theory that the auto- 
mobile is still a sort of luxury or semi-luxury upon 
which people able to afford it should be willing to pay 
a tax. The whole life of modern America is based 
upon transportaticn. Whatever prosperity we enjoy, 
in the final analysis, comes from possession of a supe- 
rior transportation system. In this transportation sys- 
tem the automobile plays exactly the same utilitarian 
role that the railway, the electric car, the steamship 
line perform. 

To cite a specific instance: Farm life in America 
today would be impossible in its present form with- 
out motor vehicles. To the farmer his motor car is as 
much part of his business equipment as his plow or 
his reaping machine. If the motor car is justifiably 
taxable, so is the passenger ticket for railway, steam- 
ship line or any other method of transportation. The 
fact that the motor vehicle is a pleasanter, more com- 
fortable and more mobile method of travel than any 
of the others does not affect the essentially utilitarian 

character of its service. Pleasure is not wholly repre- 
hensible or criminal. If the motor car gives pleasure

in its use, not every trip taken by railway or steam- 
ship is completely commercial in purpcse. 


From high government sources also has come the argu- 
ment that since the Federal authorities are spending money 
for highway building, it is just and right that motor vehicle 
owners should bear this burden as a class. 

_ . There is not the faintest connection between the prin- 
ciple of excise taxes. and that of Federal highway aid. The 
Federal highway act was passed in 1916, a year prior to the 
levying of war taxes on motor vehicles. There is no sugges- 
tion in the war tax act that motor vehicle operators should 
pay the cost of Federal highway activities, and certainly this 
would have been embodied in the law if such action had been 
the intention of Congress. 


It never has been the policy of the Federal gov- 
ernment to tax any class or group for a specific pur- 
pose or benefit conferred upon that class. Farmers 
are not taxed to support the Department of Agricul- 
ture. Ship owners are not taxed for river and harbor 
improvements. It is rightly held that all such 
improvements redound to the development of the 
country as a whole and that the entire citizenry 
receives the ultimate benefit of the improvements 
made. Certainly this applies in the case of develop- 
ments so essential to the welfare and progress of the 
country as are improved communications. 


It has been claimed that repeal of the excise taxes on 
automotive products would permit the farmer to escape alto- 
gether Federal taxation. If the average income of Ameri- 
can farmers is so low that they are exempt from the pay- 
ment of income tax, that is scarcely to be imputed to the 
farmer as a fault, nor is it a logical reason for imposing a 
tax upon a class of products that are essential to the very 
life of the agricultural regions. 

The argument has been advanced that the excise tax is 
a levy not upon the individual motor vehicle buyer, but upon 
the manufacturer. According to the letter of the law, this is 
so, but any proponent of the measure can easily ascertain 
that the tax is passed on from manufacturer to dealer to 
buyer. The amount of the tax has always been added and 
oy” The average tax paid by car buyers today 
is 50. 


The argument that since the tax is levied on the 
manufacturer, its removal will not benefit the car 
buyer, is met by the specific promise of the automo- 
bile industry that the entire tax saving will be passed 
on to the ultimate consumer. 


To advance as an argument for the retention of the 
excise tax the fact that the automobile industry has been 
prosperous in spite of the existence of this levy is certainly 
cynical opportunism. How long since prosperity and suc- 
cess in this country have been considered the necessary 
excuse for unjust taxation? Our fathers fought the Revo- 
lutionary war on no more definite allegation of wrong. 

The defenders of excise tax retention have claimed that 
this measure does not represent per se a tax upon transpor- 
tation. -We would be grateful, then, for enlightenment as to 
exactly what kind of a tax this is. If a levy borne by the 
purchasers of transportation vehicles is not a tax on trans- 
portation, in the name of common sense, what is it? 


Congress, in its wisdom, has repealed all war 
taxes on other types of transportation, both passenger 
and freight. By so doing it has shown its opposition 
to the taxation of transportation in principle. The 
automobile industry now asks Congress, as a matter 
of right and justice, to complete the cycle of its en- 
lightened action by removing the final impost on 
transportation by eliminating entirely the excise taxes

Truck production for the ‘month 
amounted to 35,586 units, a 10 per 
cent. decrease as compared with 
a like period of last’ year. . 
The combined production total 
amounted to 221,292 units, and this - 
total was 32 per cent. below the 
comparative month’s total of last 
year. 

In spite of this decrease in pro- 
duction, the combined exports for 
October numbered 27,718 units, a 
gain of 35 per cent. over October, 
1926. This decrease was largely ac- 
counted for by the gain in. truck 
shipments, which increased 106 per 
cent. 

Shipments of trucks and buses 
during October totaled 8,372 units, 
a gain of 19 per cent. over Sep- 
tember. Exports of this classifi- 
cation to all of the leading markets 
was considerably in excess of the 
figures for corresponding period 
of 1926, and, with one exception, 
showed a decided gain over Sgp- 
tember of this year. 

Passenger car exports only ex- 
ceeded those of September by 333 
units and accounted for a gain of 
less than 3,000 units over October, 
1926.

won't keep any record of the mile- 
age, so that when the time comes 
for changing the lubricant in the 
transmission or differential the 
owner is at sea. And he guesses. 

Now, if the dealer supplied the oil, 
grease and labor free, a great many 
owners would come to the service 
station for lubrication. While the 
cost of proper lubrication is small it 
is large enough to deter some 
owners. 

Now this class, and others, need 
encouragement and education and 
the writer believes that Christmas 
affords the dealer an excellent op- 
portunity to begin the owner’s ed- 
ucation. It is not suggested that 
the dealer make any Christmas 
presents, for the dealer with a fairly 
large list of customers would be un- 
der heavy expense to even give one 
lubrication service. And it would 
have a bad moral effect upon the 
owner.

day is past for free service. 

When the service salesmen or 
others delegated to sell the Christ- 
mas Service Certificates are sell- 
ing they will do weil to sell a 
Christmas lubrication service. This 
can consist of a book of coupons, 
a series of certificates issued by 
the dealer and to be given by the 
purchaser to some - member of the 
family or friénd. 

These certificates would entitle 


the holder to so many changes of, 


crankcase oil and other lubrication 
operations. These opertaions should 
be based on a period of at least six 
months, and twelve would be bet- 
ter. The cost of the service would, 
of course, have to be figured out to 
apply to the particular make of car 
and local conditions. In some sec- 
tions and where the shop has proper 
lubrication equipment and men 
trained in the work, quite a low 
rate could be quoted. The question 
of rates, flat, of course, is up to the 
dealer and his service manager. 

If the dealer sells a 12 months’ 
lubrication service and he gets cash 
in advance, he is warranted in mak- 
ing a better price. He can afford 
to do this for several reasons. First, 
he gets his money with the sale of 
the service. Second, the plan should 
increase the volume of lubrication 
service and-the turn over will be 
greater than normal. Third, the 
person receiving the lubrication 
coupons cr certificates will be more 
easily sold on coming to the shop

In 
the event that the fight on the 
floor of the House and subse- 
quently in the Senate is success- 
ful in retaining the inheritance 
tax, it will mean smooth sailing 
for repeal of the motor tax.

BUS OPERATORS 


Philadelphia Bodies 
Co-operate on All 
Legislation 


HILADELHIA, Dec. 3.—The 

Association of Motorbus Own- 
ers of Philadelphia and vicinity and 
the Delaware River Bridge Bus 
Association are being brought to- 
gether through the activitics of a 
joint committee whereby they are 
taking an active, co-ordinated part 
in local, state and Federal regu- 
lations, 

They have secured injunctions 
and are prepared to carry to the 
Supreme Court of ihe United 
States the constitutionality of the 
“cent-and-a-half-a-mile-tax” in 
New Jersey, passed by the last Leg- 
islature, imposing such tax on 
common carriers among buses and 
trucks operating solely in inter- 
state commerce. 

The joint committee is composed 
of the following: William L. Worth 
of Beverly, N. J., president of the 
Delaware River Bridge Bus Associa- 
tion; Herbert J. Koehler of Camden,’ 
N. J., operating the Clementona 
Line; E. L. Johnson, Philadelphia, 
operating the Williamstown-Phila- 
delphia Bus Company; William H. 
Merz of ‘the Merz White Way Tours, 
operating from Philadelphia to At- 
lantic City and from Atlantic City 
to New York, and also operating the 
Blue Line Sightseeing Tours, a fleet 
of chartered buses., president of the 
Association of Motor Bus Owners of 
Philadelphia and vicinity, and John 
M. Wade and Le Roy Fullwood of 
the East Coast Coach Company, op- 

erating from Philadelphia to Tren- 
ton, N. J. 

In order to be informed, they sent 
Harold S. Shertz, Philadelphia, as 
their counsel, to the meeting ofthe 
legislative committee of the motor 
bus division of the American Auto- 
mobile Association at Cleveland. 
There it was emphasized that the 
“grandfather clause” in the bill as 
proposed by the legislative commit- 
tee, as illustrated by the situation of 
those operators, would be unfair and 
work a confiscation of the business 
in which they had pioneered and 
built up. The “grandfather clause” 
as proposed fixed March 1, 1925, as 
the date after which those coming 
into operation would have to secure 
a certificate of convenience over reg- 
ular routes, or between fixed ter- 
mini for the length of the route 
within the state of New Jersey. The 
attorneys for the two bus associa- 
tions are Lewis B. LeDuc, Herbert 
J. Koehler and Harold S. Shertz. 

So far as Federal legislation is 
concerned, they are giving careful 
thought thereto and following all 
developments and are interested in 
obtaining constructive legislation for 
the protection and stabilizing of the 
business of the pioneer operators. 

The operators represented by these 
associations were brought into being 
through the necessity of serving 
the public over the Delaware River 
Bridge between Philadelphia and 
Camden. This bridge was not opened 
until 1926. It is also the conten- 
tion of the operators that any law 
which is for their good 
should write out much of the preju- 
dice against bus operation which 
has been written into the law by
